Taxable Property 
in School District 
to be Increased 


Taxable property in the Covina 


city school district will be increased 
to the extent of $638,890 by the ad- 
dition, of the property of public 
utilities, as near as it could be esti- 
mated today by the county asses- 
sor's office. 
The figures for the 


various school districts were for- 
warded to the county assessor's of- 
fice by the state board of equaliza- 
tion. 


New valuation to be added to the 


West Covina school district by in- 
clusion of the property of public 
utilities was estimated at $68,505. 


In the Charter Oak district, the 


valuation of public utilities proper^ 
was placed at $136,665 in tentative 


Covina will receive approxi- 


mately $6800 from the state 
gasoline tax during the fiscal 
year 1935-36, as the result of 
the bill signed by Governor F. 
F. Merriam late last week, 
which doubles the share to be 
paid to municipalities, accord- 
ing to 'the county counsel's of- 
fice. West Covina will receive 
approximately $1900. 


Last year Covina received $3441.16, 


on the basis of a quarter-cent allo- 
cation, while the new bill doubles 
the amount the cities are to receive. 
West Covina received $953. 


Under the new legislation the city 


is given wider latitude in the ex- 
penditure of the funds. They may 
now be used for street cleaning, and 
for general upkeep of the streets,

The second hearing on the ap- 


plication of the city of Covina for 
permission to build a sewage disposal 
plant was held before the California 
state board of health in the as- 
sembly room at the state building in 
Los Angeles Saturday. The meeting 
opened at ten o'clock and lasted 
until well after the noon hour. Mayor 
George Maxfield and the members 
of the city council were present, Mr. 
Maxfield and City Engineer Alva J. 
Smith answering questions submitted 
to them by members of the board 
and residents of Baldwin Park, who 
were present in large numbers. 


In opening the meeting the chair- 


man of the board stated that the 
only objects of the hearing would be 
the benefits to be derived from the 
establishing of the plant and the 
probability of its becoming a nui- 
sance, and that claims of loss of 
property values would not be tole- 
rated in considering the sanitation 
and health of the community at 
large. 
In the verbal protests that fol- 


lowed, however, the decline of 
property values that might follow 


the building of the disposal plant 
were the basis of the objections. 
Most of the speakers from Baldwin 
Park prefaced their remarks by

spot" and asking questions that were 
expected to be embarrassing for h'm 
to answer. The mayor answered • <i 
questions frankly and without ' •' :- 
sion and the technical angles were 
made by City Engineer Smith.

No indication was given as to the 


final decision of the board. At the 
conclusion of the hearing Covina 
officials were ordered to submit 
complete detailed plans and specifi- 
cations of the proposed disposal 
plant, which is thought by some of 
the members to mean that the board 
will favor the issuing of the permit 
if the plans call for the elimination 
of all the objectionable features and 
the purification of the water before 
it is discharged.

Little Land for 
Rehabilitation 


There is but little land in Los An- 


geles county that offers any agri- 
cultural opportunity for rehabilita- 
tion of unemployed persons, accord- 
ing to a research report prepared by 
the county new department of re- 
habilitation. 


By utilizing all land resources in 


the ten southern counties—Los An- 
geles, Kern, San Bernardino, River- 
side, Orange, Ventura, Imperial, San 
Diego, Santa Barbara, and San Luis 
Obispo—a substantial proportion of 
agricultural requirements could be 
met for 40,000 families. The county's 
relief load has been many times 
that, according to the report. It was 
estimated it would cost from $50 to 
$300 an acre to develop water for 
the land resources. 


As for industrial development in 


the county, there are some special- 
ized 
manufacturing 
opportunities 


which should be exploited and de- 
veloped, in the opinion of the men 
who made the survey and prepared 
the report. It was stated that chem- 
icals, clay, glass and stone, leather— 
particularly shoe manufacturing— 
and textiles offer remarkable oppor- 
tunities to investors and warrant de- 
velopment. 


According to the 1930 .census re- 


port, an increase of 25 per cent in 
employment opportunities in manu- 
facturing would be required to bring 
the Los Angeles region to the na- 
tional average. Cities similar in size 
iii 1930 had double the industrial de- 
velopment of Los Angeles, it was 
found thru the survey. 


The information is to. be presented 


to the county supervisors shortly, thai 
body now having under considera- 
tion the advisability of setting up 
approximately $150,000 in the 1935- 
36 county budget for operation of the 


Covina and elsewhere, deserves a 
good word for the work he is doing.

A First Stand for Adult 
Discussion— 


Tendency of teachers in adult education 


classes to dodge economic and social ques- 
tions of a controversial nature was con- 
demned by George C. Mann, chief of the 
division of adult education in California, at 
the closing session of a conference of edu- 
cators at the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 
Thus reads a news statement, and is the 


first definite and courageous stand taken by 
this department since the remarkable awak- 
ening of the citizens to the need for economic 
and social study, an awakening brought about 
by the world dislocation of the past decade. 


Principal reason why educators should face 


these questions directly and not circumspect- 
ly is stated by the adult education leader to 
be that disorderly and misguided discussion 
of social and economic problems leads to an 
undesirable radicalism; the establishment of 
fake premises by irresponsible groups. This 
is the first sound analysis we have seen in 
connection with the controversy waged be-

be taught or discussed in schools and univer- 
sities.

Free and frank analysis of every phase ol 


our form of government, and of other govern- 
ments, together with the reforms advocated 
or opposed, is the manner in which healthy 
progress will be achieved. Suppression of 
known facts, the ignoring of trends, is not 
only futile, but dangerous. It throws the op- 
portunity for expression and explanation into 
the hands of badly-balanced and ill-informed 
groups, thus stimulating rather than subduing 
agitations that may actually be subversive 
Some of us believe that there are social and 
economic movements in this country that are 
needlessly dangerous to orderly government. 
But the cure is by no means found in sup- 
pression, but in open analysis wherein radi- 
cal conservative and liberal may participate. 


Doctors of economics of whatever status 


should take a cue from doctors of medicine. 
They have an inexorable premise. "Nothing 
is loathsome to the medical doctor," they say. 
There is something in this attitude to be stu- 
died with profit by those who would diagnose 
the ills of the body politic. 


Sex Relation Overrated— 


Delegates to the Federation of Business and 


Professional Women's Clubs, held in Seattle 
last week, heard Dr. Karen Horney declare 
that women fear to take their proper position 
in the scheme of economics and politics be- 
cause they are overrating the emotional value 
of sex-life. 


Love and sexuality make life fuller, but, it 


is the over-emphasis on this phase that makes 
woman less effective in government, she con- 
tended. The woman begins by expecting too 
much from men and children, with the result 
that inevitable disappointment comes, and 
with it disillusion as age advances. 


Dr. Horney is striking at a fault of sex 


relationship that is indubitiably true in much 
of our family structure. Love is often raised 
to the height of impracticality, with a result- 
ing reaction that is dangerous to family sta- 
bility. Men and women cannot live on the 
rarefied plane demanded by early emotion- 
alism. Love and understanding, however, 
may continue, even though saner standards 
are set up, and, in fact cannot continue unless 
these saner standards are adopted. 


It is certain that woman can never take her 


position as the political and social equal of 
the male until she ceases to place so much 
confidence in sex attraction, the powerful 
biological weapon of the woman since the 
garden of Eden. Youthful beauty and desir- 
ability in both sexes will always predominate, 
but the man is capable of a substitution as he 
grows more mature. The woman must acquire 
this same adaptability if she is actually to be- 
come man's equal from the sociological pre- 
mise. Depending too much on youth and sex 
attraction leaves her bewildered, disillusioned 
and frustrated at middle age, the very time 
when the male is finding his greatest oppor- 
tunities and life satisfactions.

He referred last week to the situation 
as a "menacing crisis," but his own words 
fall on the world's deaf ears because of 
France's emotional penchant for crying "wolf, 
wolf," on many and divers occasions. 


However, revolution in France is entirely 


possible, even probable, unless that country 
can be made to understand the inexorable 
change that has come in economics. They 
cannot meet the exigency by changing to a 
circulating currency that is tied to a com- 
pletely-inadequate gold basis. 


Revolution in France, or in this country,

The unearned increment of non-eat- 
ing, non-consuming, inanimate machines is 
not being distributed as purchasing power, 
and therefore millions in the world are under- 
consuming. Unless this condition is corrected 
to balance, the world revolution will come 
eventually, and will make the communists 
look sick by comparison.

ISSUES CIRCULAR ON SCALE 


CAMPAIGN, NOW COMMENCING 


The California Fruit Growers Ex- 


change, through its bureau of pest 
control, has issued in the interest of 
its members an informative circular, 
dealing with the present black scale 
problem now facing the citrus grow- 
ers 
of southern 
California. 
The 


statement follows: 


"Black scale is the outstanding pest 


of the present season. This insect is 
more severe as a whole in the in- 
terior as well as the coastal districts 
than noted for a number of years. 
This condition is the outgrowth of 
several causes, including unusually 
favorable black scale weather, gen- 
erally poor results from last season's 
pest control attempts, and little 
natural mortality. In the interior, 
infestations were particularly heavy 
to start with. Furthermore, the pro- 
tracted hatch last summer and gen- 
eral "off-hatch" condition 
baffled 


operators to find a time when all 
scale in most orchards was in a con- 
dition susceptible to control from a 
single treatment. In some districts 
the materials used were inadequate. 
The old Valencia crop was slow in 
being removed, which affected the 
coverage. 
The stems of the new 


navel crop were unusually rigid, 
making it difficult to reach the scale 
on the stems; and in late Valencia 
spraying the heavy crop of green 
fruit interfered with effective spray- 
ing. 


"This season's Hack scale hatch 


is not greatly different between the 
coast and the interior. The hatch 
started in May, and by the first part 
of July was not over half out. Per- 
haps in some of the earliest areas 
along the coast and in occasional 
orchards in the interior the hatch 
will be sufficiently advanced to per- 
mit control work the last of July. 
In all probability general control 
work will not be under way before 
August. 


"There are several factors which 


should be considered in connection 
with this season's pest control pro- 
gram 
against 
the 
black 
scale. 


Weather within the next three weeks 
will largely influence the start of 
treatment, but as a general policy 
fumigation for black scale should 
not be deferred until the last egg 
has hatched. The new navel crop 
will undoubtedly be large enough 
to treat over by the time the scale 
is ready for treatment. 
The new 


crop valencias are small for this 
time of year, and it is quite pos- 
sible that both fumigation and spray- 
ing may be delayed to some extent 
because of this condition. 


"There is likely to be a larger 


mature Valencia crop on the trees 
during the coming pest control sea- 
son than ever before, and this should 
be given consideration from 
the 


standpoint of effect on the fruit as 
well as scale kill. This year's old 
crop is extremely mature and is al- 
ready showing weakness. Spraying 
over old fruit might lead to increased 
drop and crystallization, also re- 
tarded color during a time when it 
is undesirable to sweet fruit. Fumi- 
gation might influence drop, some- 
times causes pitting, but does not 
influence crystallization or' colora- 
tion. Where possible, treatment over 
the mature crop should be avoided, 
but with 15,000 to 20,000 acres 
heavily infested, a considerable part 
of which is valencias, it is obvious 
that a certain amount of treatment 
must be made over the old crop. 
From the standpoint of effective 
black scale control, August un- 
doubtedly will be the preferred 
month of the year and as much work 
as possible should be done during 
this period. 'The old crop of valen- 
cias will be the greatest obstacle. 
Where scale is very heavy in the 
coastal areas and in some heavily 
infested 
interior 
orchards, early 


treatment is advisable even if it has 
to be made over the old crop; but of 
course every effort should be made 
to remove as much fruit as possible 
in such orchards. The preferred treat- 
ment is fumigation, using vaporized 
gas, 'as this will increase the safety 
factor. 
In light infestations at the 


coast, treatment might well be de- 
ferred until after the crop is largely 
removed even if this requires post- 
ponement until the second hatch. In 
the case of interior Valencia orchards 
such as in the Covina valley, where 
trees are largely mixed with navels, 
it will be necessary in many cases 
to spray over the old crop unless the 
emergency prorate is fully utilized. 


"Spraying this year should be very 


thorough, giving particular atten- 
tion to top coverage as well as the 
inside of the tree. Nothing lighter 
than light medium oil should be 
used, and only the standard long- 
used dependable brands. Emulsions 


are still the standard of value; al- 
though some emulsibles are equally 
satisfactory. In Eastern Los Angeles 
county and the Ontario-Upland dis- 
trict tank mix has been unsatisfac- 
tory, . giving decidedly poorer scale 
kill than either standard emulsions 
or emulsibles. 
Farther east, or in 


the coastal areas where the scale 
was smaller or where heavier grades 
of oil were used, tank mix results 
were more satisfactory. 


"There are likely to be a consider- 


able number of very heavily infested 
orchards in Los Angeles county 
which will require two treatments to 
secure satisfactory control. Past ex- 
perience has shown that this is most 
effectively accomplished by early 
fumigation followed later by oil 
spraying. 
Fumigation reduces the 


scale uniformly throughout the tree, 
tops as well as bottoms, and the 
scale left in the resistant interior 
areas usually remains small even up 
to late season treatment when either 
light medium oil one of the new 
so-called "non-oil" sprays might be 
used if by that time they have 
proven satisfactory. The use of oil 
and lime sulfur in eastern Los 
Angeles and western San Bernar- 
dino counties after October, which 
has been attended by more or less 
hazard, might be preferred by some 
because of its retarding influence on 
navel rot. 


"Many growers will feel unable to 


stand the expense of two treatments 
and will endeavor to clean up even 
the heaviest type of infestation with 
a single oil spray. Such work should 
be done early, the application should 
be particularly thorough, using the 
maximum dosage for the district. 


"Oil should not follow a sulfur 


dust application within less than 
thirty days, or longer if the weather 
has been cool."

Resumption of operations on San 


Gabriel Dam No. 1, shut down sinre 
last November 13, was expected to 
be effected 
before midnight last 


night, as the result of negotiations 
this week between the supervisors 
and the West Slope Construction 
company. 


In conference for two days, coun- 


ty officials stated "there had been 
virtually a complete meeting of the 
minds" Wednesday afternoon. 


It'had been agreed that the con- 


tractor could start the task of re- 
moving several hundred thousand 
cubic yards of rock from the bed 
of the canyon that was to have been 
the foundation for the old Eaton 
dam. 
In its place is to rise the 


Howell dam, which will be virtually 
an earth-fill structure, constructed 
of much finer materials than called 
for in the Eaton dam. 


The contractor could begin re- 


moving this material, it was pointec 
-eut7 and legally speaking-"construe 
tion would be resumed." In so doing 
the county would not be require< 
to pay the contractors any further 
standby charges, which will run be- 
tween $1,300 and $1,500 a day, but 
which is to be left for the court to 
determine. 
For their work in re- 


moving the old foundation rock, the 
contrahtors are to be paid on the 
basis of "extra work," at a fairly 
highh rate of pay. 


Thursday is the limit of the second 


extension to the "shutdown" agree- 
ment between the supervisors and 
the contractors, pending revision of 
the plans. The contractors also are 
asking the supervisors to advance 
them the remaining $250,000 of the 
$500,000 "hold back" money, re- 
tained ordinarily until completion 
of the contract.
